My Dear Farnen: 


Last week I arrived in Moose Jaw, | 
and after resting a few days began to | 
look around fora good piece of land | 
whereen to settle, but before choosinga 
location, I thought that I would visit 
a few of the farms in tho country. So 
accompanied by two young men I 
travelled around enjoying myself im- 
mensely. The first view of the prairie 
is not very pleasing, the dull monotony, 
the level sameness, not a tree, not even 
an old stump or stone to enliven the 
scenery or take away the strange feel- 
ing of Joneliness which takes? ion 
of a young man accustomed as I have 
been to city life. Scenery did I say, 
there is no such thing. But then I did 
not come out here to view the lands- | 
cape, or shoot grouse, but to find a for- 
tune in the soil. After the first sensa- | 
tion of disappointment had worn off, T | 
began to look around the farins and I | 
did not expect much and much was not | 
therefore given. I found that many of | 
the people have been residing in the | 
country six and eight vears, some of 
which have been good, but during 
some of the seasons the crops have | 
not been abundant. I sympathized | 
deeply with some of the people until | 
having engaged in conversation with a | 
goodiy number, I leaned some prairie | 
ideas, novel indeed to me. I soon | 
learned that the love of money was | 
deeply imbedded in the souls of the | 


farming community, and any idea of 
home life, they were utterly strangers 
to on the prairic. Comforts they have 
none, and they seem not to long for 
them, apparently contented if only 
they can gather in the dollars. Any 
kind of a building will do for a house, 
and when you look at the building it 
conveys the impression that the settlers 
had camped for a few days upon the 
prairie, and were like the wandering 
Israelites journeying toward a land 
of ise, flowing with milk and 
honey. At any rate they seem not to 
have obtained much milk or honey in 
this land. The homes could be made 
better and comforts increased without 
any additional expense by a 
utilization of time. I found that noth- 
ing wasdone in the winter, but the | 
hours were spent in idle gossip and 
visiting neighbors, or the farm was 
left to take care of itself, and the pro 
prietcr went to reside in town.

Yesterday 
I drove out five miles, and beheld as a 
speck ypon this vast expanse of land, a 
lone lapsided, sorrowfu! looking build - 
ing. 1 went direct t. the spot and as 
Texpected the farmer monk had fled. 
All around lay old boots, tin cans, 
scraps of clothing which must have 
dropped off the solitary man as he per- 
sued his weary way. Had I been 
possessed of pencil and paper I think I 
could have given you from the surroun- 
dings a very good photograph of Young 
Mortality. The building was about 10 
x12 or rather less, with half a window 
and a very small door. There was on- 
ly one thickness of boards and the 
house sat on the ground, as if ready to 
depart at a moment's notice, like its 
master. Thedoor happened to be un- 
locked, and pardon my boldness, I en- 
tered. There stood an old stove of the 
heapest kind, in the eorner was a bed 
made of rovgh boards nailed to the 
wall, one chair and a small table, a 


‘looking glass, basin ard tiny shelf con- 


stituted the furuiture. The walls were 
adorned with newspapers and pictures 
cut from the Graphic, Dominion Illus- 
trated. The iloor had not been swept for 
some months and had never been wash- 
ed, and I cannot tell -vhen the bed had 
been made. ‘The dishes still stood on 
the table unmoved, unwashad, unused 
and unregretted for several days, and 
old clothes lay aronnd in all directions 
Everything seemed to indicate a sudden 
departure, caused by an Indian, upris- 
ing, a prairie fire, or a social gathering 
some miles distant. After returning

Our medical man who is quite an ex- 
pert has been experimenting for some 
time to discover some means whereby 
he might destruy these bacteria, but 
hitherto his labors have been unsuccess- 
ull.
